FREIGUT TRAIN AND BOTH INSTANTLY KILLED<date, March 6, 1922 


Mrs. Rufus M. Boachy, wifo of tho well known Meyersdale tcoterinarian, 
and thoir only son, Jonas R, Beachy, not instant death ina shooking 
manner at & o’olock this (Thursday)morning in front of tho B.&0. depot 
at Moyorsdale, mother and som being run down by a fast freight and instantly 
killed, 

Dr. Deachy ind wife had contemplated a ¥isit to friends at 
Scottdale for somo time, and as her brother, Sam E, Horshborrcr of 
Granteville, Yd, had businoss with the Mennonite publishing houso at 
Bcottdale and wan oirg down to that city Thursday morning, his wifo and 
sinter, Mrs. Beachy, decided to accompany him, Dr, Beachy would have 
joined the party on the contemplated trip, but boing engagod in makin 


tuborculin tests for a number of farmers, could not spare tho timo to 
accompany then, 
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It boin. acroed that Mrs, Beachy should accompany her brother. and 
wifo on tho trip, Mre and Mrs. Horshborgor camo ov’: from Grantsville 
Wednesday, evening and stayod all night at tho Dr. Boachy homo at 
Trans-Hoyorsdale, Dr. Doachy was away from homo ovor nicht, having stayod 
4n the country with ono of his farnor frionds for whom he was naking a 
test. 

On Thursday morning, Mrs. Boachy ind Mr, ard Mrse lNearshborger 
rose early to start on thoir journcy. Jonas R, Boachy, who lived nau 
his fa her*s home, also rose early and hitehed a horse to a vehicla to 
take his mother and uncl® ord aunt 10 tho B,&0, station. Arriving thcero 
in plonty of tamo thoy purchasod ticlets to Corrollsvillo and woro 
told that train No. 17, due at 5817 AeM., on which they oxo ited to take 
passage was 20 minutos lato. Jonas Beachy had hitchod his horse noar the 
dep ot and wa" waitirg to seo his relativoas safoly aboard tho train, 

Thoy had waited but a short whil> vh» somo an outside tha station 
called in that the train was coming. Nicht Agent Wm. Ke. Leekomby, wo 
was on duty, boing unaware of fast freicht No. 97 preeeding the passenger 
train, thought No. 17 was pulling in soonor thas was expected ard told 
the waiting: pass:rc¢°&s they would bettor get across the tracks. Mr, and 
Mrs. Hershberger ard Mis. Boachy ard son, together with other persons 

hurriod out of the depot and startod to cross over to tho cthor dide of 
the tracks, as was necessary for them to do in order to board No. 179, 
wostbo rd, As they emerged from the depot the locomoti¥e of the 
approaching train was already merging from the deep cut a short distance 
east of the station. The interdirg passargers all thought it was No. 17 
and medoe haste to cross in front of the aOppio ching argine. All got safely 
over excopt Mrs. Beachy and son, 

Mre Hershberger says the ore mins train cane with surprisirg 
swiftness, and Ye and his wife had scarcel cloared the westbound track 
when, in looking back to see 4f tho others wera followirs:, the loconotive 
peomed to coma batween him ard them and he saw no mora of the urt 1 the 
train had passad, whon ho gaw their mangled ronains. 

Louis Pasquale and Blmgr Klingaman wore eyeewitnossos of the 
tragedy. Thoy saw Mrs, Beachy directl, in * ont of th» o eplungirg 
locomotive and say ter son who was directly behind har, but still cle ¢ 
of tho ails, readicunt either to shovo her across, or to pull he- back 
when ‘oth wore struck by tho flying mass of steol,. Tho young man was 
throw: cloar of the track, but the unfortunate woman was thrown directly 
im front of the pilot ar: diva god «rd ground benagfh the wheels. 

Tom Cown, tho onginecer at the throttle of ongine at the hoad 
of tho fast frioght No. 97, which males no stons ‘etwoer Cunmborland and 
Connelisville, saw the woman and man step in front of his 1 ocomotive 
but wes goir too fast to avoid running them down, fe threw on the air, 
howovor, a: soon as he sensed the disastor ard succeoded in bringing his 
fron stood to a stop before reaching tho Meyersdale planing mill two blocks 
wost of tho dopot,. 

Mrs. Boachy®s manglod remairs wore scattored alors; the trac for 
more that 100 feet. The young man's body being thrown clear of the track 
was not margled, but both of his legs ard one arm were broken ard his 
skull was badly fract»:red caus'ng his instant death, 
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It wes a gruosone sight that the waiting passongers, railroad 
men and other persons soom attracted to the scane behold. Undertaker M,C, 
Price was called and, with the assistance of the section hands, gathored 
up tho fragments of Mrs. Doabthy's body and effaced tha blood stains from 
the ties and rails. Tho remains of both victims wore movod to Mr. Price's 
morgue ard a few hours later Coroner Kimmol arrived from Somerset and 
held an inquest. 

The Coroner's jury found a terdict of accidental death, but 
Ancluded a clause consuring tho railroad company for not providing 
safoguards for passengorse obliged to cross the tracks at the station 
in boarding or leaving westbound traings @lso for running trains through 
the borovgh at high speod, W itnesses testified at tho inquest that the 
train was running at least 30 or 35 miles an hour whon the accidont 
occurred. The state law prescribes a maximun speed of 15 miles and the 
borough ordenace of 12 miles an hour within tho croporate limits, 

It was some time before Dr, Beachy, who was out in the oountry 
on proffessional business, heard of the calamity that had befallen those 
most deer to him, To lose both wife and only son in tke twinkling of an 
@ye was a sovere blew to the husband and father. And equally cruel was the 
blow to the wife of the unfortunate young man, who received the dire news 
at her home a short tine after the eccidnot happened. 

Mrs.'Lydia Beachy was the eldest davghter of Emanuel Herhsberger 
of Grantsville, Md. She was 55 years of ago on the 13th of October last, 
and was a wonan most highly esteemed and loved by all who knew her, 
Besides attendir¢g to her housdhold duties she conductod a tailoring business 
in hor hone, being a very compéetart nedcle-woman ard exceedingly industrious. 
She was the mother of two sons besides ore who lost his life in attempting 
to save hors. Both of who died in infancg. 

Jonas R. Beachy, the only child of his parents who grew up, was 
@ young man of high intelligence, industry, ard nobility of vharacter, 

He wasabovt 32 years of are ard had been twice marrid, His first wife was 
a daughter of Bishon Moses D, Boachy of Grantsville, Md. She dicd in Jan. 
1921, and sone months aféerward he married Miss Amanda, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs, Lewis Se Yodor Of Neverton, After his second marriage he bought 
tho Samson Martz property at Trans-Meyersdale near the home of his parents 
where he was confortably established and had fitted up @ michine repair 
shop and had the agongy for Gould Autowator System. He was a natural 
mechanic and was until recently emploued as a iachinist in the Keystone 
Garage, 

Mrs, Beachy is survived, bosides her husband, by her aged father, 
Emanuel Morshborger, three Brothers, Noah, Samuel and Menno Hershberger, 
and two sisters, Misses Kate ard Mary Hershberger, all of Grantsvillc, Md. 

Mrs. Beachy and her son wereboth faithful membors of the Summit 
Mills Anish Mennonito congregation, bu owing to the fact that thoir church 
home is not'large onough to accommodate all of tha relativos and friatids 
who will likely wish to attend the funeral, the obsequies will be conducted 
in tho largo neoting house of the Church of the Brethren at Summit Mills 
on Sunday morning at 10 o'clock A.M. 

That tho Sunday Schools of the Church of the Brethren and on 
Brothron at Sumnit Mills may not interfear with the funoral, the meoting 
hour of both;schools has been sé@é forward to 9 o*clock. Pregching 


sorvice of the Brethren Church at Summit Nills on Sunday mroning will also 
be onnittod on account of the double funeral,"
